Claims 1 and 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
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Regarding claims 1 and 6, the claims lack a clear preamble, transition, and body. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Regarding claim 6, line 5, the term capable of computing should be corrected to - 
configured to compute -. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, the claim specifies a method for estimating the time-dispersion 
of a channel comprising D subchannels, wherein one computes... (See claim 1, lines 1 and 2). 
The claims are directed to a purely mathematical calculation, which by definition is non- 
statutory. The method is required to be tied to a physical device and manner in which the 
method effectuates the physical device. Furthermore, a physical device, such as, that found in 
claim 6, merely performs a mathematical calculation is by definition non-statutory. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Regarding claim 16, the claim specifies a computer program, characterized in that it 
contains instructions such that. ..(See claim 16, lines 1-2). A computer program by itself, absent 
an actual embodiment, such as, a computer readable storage medium, is directed towards non- 
statutory subject matter. A computer program must be embodied, which when executed 
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performs a number of steps or procedures of a physical device. Appropriate correction is 
required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 14, the claims specify a data storage means... for executing steps of a 
method according to any one of claims 1 to 5 (For example, see claim 14, lines 1-3). The 
Examiner interprets the claims as a means plus function claim, under 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth 
paragraph. As a means plus function claim, the claim merely presents a single means and is held 
to be indefinite for a lack of clear metes and bounds. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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8. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Huber et al. (US 
6,618,452 Bl), hereinafter referred to as Huber. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Regarding claim 6, Huber discloses a burst carrier frequency synchronization and 
iterative frequency-domain frame synchronization for OFDM, which comprises: 

A device for estimating the time-dispersion of a channel comprising D subchannels, said 
device receiving as an input a set of estimated Channel Transfer Factors H[v}, where v is the 
subchannel, number computer from a received signal, characterized in that it comprises a 
correlations unit capable of computing a correlationg Factor Cd, where d is a predetermined 
strictly positive integer, representing the correlations, both in amplitude and in phase, between 
pairs H[v} and Hfv + d] of said computed CTF estimates (Note: the Examiner interprets the 
limitations before the term "correlations unit" as the preamble and the term "capable of as 
demonstrating that any computations unit can be programmed to accomplish the same result. 
The first stage performs a time-domain processing (correlation) of samples. See column 10, 
lines 19-21. In this manner, Huber's "correlation" processor is effectively "capable of being 
programmed for the same functionality as claimed.)
